Holocaust survivor 
says tragedies must 
never happen again

Fifty years ago today, the Russian Red Army 
swept into Poland to confirm the horrors that 
had been found outside Krakow, Poland, in the 
Nazi concentration camp Auschwitz-Birkenau. 
More than 1.5 million people had been sys- 
tematically murdered. ~ 

“It was the closest thing to hell,” said 
Douglas Tobler, BYU professor of history and 
historian of the Holocaust. “You never realize 
the horror of Auschwitz until you study it.” 

“Humanity has not learned.a whole lot since 
then,” said Aaron Breitbark, senior researcher 
for the Simon Weisenthal Center in Los 
Angeles, which researches the Holocaust. “It 
is not a part of our past. It is a part of our pre- 
sent. 

“Germany, produced Beethoven and Bach 
and also one of the most diabolical killing 
machines in history,” Breitbark said. 

BYU students who participate in the Vienna 
and Prague study-abroad programs learn about 
the Auschwitz-Birkenau experience from a 
closer perspective. 

“The people around the camp were oblivious 
to what was going on, and we see similar 
things in Bosnia and Rwanda. It can happen’ 
again, and we need to wake up,” said Kristy 
Finlayson, a senior from Orem majoring in 
sociology. 

Mel Wrubel, an Auschwitz survivor now liv- 
ing in Los Angeles, said he remained alive 
because he was young and strong enough to 
work in the labor camp. 

“No, I do not hate the German people for 
what they did,’ Wrubel said. “If it were not for 
a German soldier sneaking me a crust of bread 
I would have died. Hate is what caused the 
Holocaust to happen, and I refuse to be a part 
of hate towards anyone, which could allow it 
to happen again.”

Utah democrats propose alternate tax plan

Utah's statehouse appears to have 
become the sight of a congressional 
tax-cut auction. 

The House’s Democratic caucus 
announced its rival bid Tuesday to 
cut taxes by $64 million — $26 mil- 
tion less than the Republican bid 
announced last week and $34 mil- 
lion above Gov. Mike Leavitt’s bid. 

The Democratic tax plan proposes 
to cut $64 million by rebracketing 
income taxes and phasing out the 
sales tax on food over the next four 
years. 

Unlike the Republican plan, which 
proposed increasing sales, severance 
and corporate-income taxes to com- 
pensate for an abandonment of the 
State's portion of property taxes, the 


Democtatic plan proposes no tax 


hikes in any area. 
“Nobody under our proposal gets a 


tax increase,’ said House Minority 
Whip Kelly Atkinson to The 
Associated Press. 

While exact figures and details 
have not yet been presented by the 
Democratic party, it was suggested 
Tuesday that the rebracketing of 
income taxes alone would save Utah 
tax payers anywhere from | percent, 
for those in higher-income brackets, 
to 9.3 percent for middle-income tax 
payers. : 

The Democratic plan also proposes 
phasing out the state sales tax on 
food over the course of the next four 
years, translating into a $30 million 
savings for Utahns in the first year 
alone. 

Democrats also proposed halting 


tuition hikes at the nine state-owned 
colleges and universities this year 
and then, in future years, proposing 
increases in tuition which would, 
according to the proposal, “more 
closely reflect student earning 
power. 

This recommendation comes in 
direct conflict with the suggested 
tuition increases made by. 
Republican Governor Mike Leavit 
in his annual budget. : 

The © percent increase suggested 
by Leavitt was approved earlier this 
year by the State Board of Regents. 

The downsizing of government 
was the final area discussed in the 
Democrats’ proposal. 

The Democratic caucus suggested 
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Japan hesitant to accept foreign aid

TOKYO — In the nine days since a 
devastating quake flattened Japan’s 
sixth-largest city, offers of help have 
poured in from around the world. 

Do you need some German engi- 
neers? Chinese seismologists? A 
crack Israeli rescue team? Greek trau- 
ma surgeons? 

To most of the offers, the govern- 
ment hasn’t actually said no. It just 
hasn’t said yes. 

As of Thursday, the Foreign 
Ministry said Japan had only accepted 
offers of assistance from 15 countries. 

, Fifty-seven countries, plus the United 
Nations, the European Union and the 
World Health Organization, have 
offered aid. 

The government’s bewilderment at 
the flood of offers was symbolized in 

a bizarre midnight press conference 
given to foreign reporters Friday by 
the chief of the disaster division of the 
National Land Agency, Kazutoshi Ito. 

Quite nervously, Ito shouted out his 
statement on the government’s 
response to the foreign offers, inter- 
rupting his interpreter at one point to 
yell at reporters, “What are you 
laughing at? Get out of here!” 

Ito said each offer of foreign help 
had to receive the approval of local 
governments and related ministries. 
He said the process is “very compli- 
cated” and in most cases the local

governments have not been able to 
respond. 

The United States offered support by 
its 45,000-strong military force sta- 
tioned here.

From the United States, Japan has 
accepted blankets, help setting up 20 
tents, water and some plastic sheeting.

For one thing, Japan has traditional- 
ly responded to quakes on its own, 
and no one foresaw that a quake in the 
Kobe region could cause such wide- 
spread damage.

Foreign doctors were let in, then told 
they couldn’t see patients because 
they didn’t have Japanese medical 
licenses. The government reversed 
itself a day later after news reports 
about the snafu.

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Democrats rule against budget amendment 


WASHINGTON — In politically charged debate, Democrats blocked passage 
Thursday of a balanced-budget constitutional amendment at the heart of the 
Republicans’ “Contract With America.” GOP lawmakers, however, predicted 
approval of a fall-back measure designed to outlaw deficit’spending. 

“No question,” said Rep. John Boehner, No. 4 in the House GOP hierarchy, 
as the new Republican majority confronted the first major test of its ability to 
enact a program of smaller government and less taxes. 

With the last balanced budget a quarter-century in the past, and the federal 
debt nearing $4.7 trillion, Republicans said a constitutional amendment ban- 
ning red ink was the only way to get spending under control. 

“American families know that trying to get Democrats to quit spending tax- 
payer dollars is like trying to knock hungry buzzards off a meat wagon,” said 
Rep. Bob Goodlatte, R-Va. 

Democrats replied that the GOP’s proposal would lead to devastating cuts in 
politically popular social programs, Medicare and Social Security among them. 
“This amendment will put a noose around the necks of senior citizens,” said 
‘Rep. Charles Schumer, D-N.Y. 


Hill Air Force Base announces more layoffs 


HILL AIR FORCE BASE, Utah — Another round of layoffs has been 
announced at the Ogden Air Logistics Center. This time, about 700 employees 
will lose their jobs. 

“I don’t enjoy making an announcement like this. Especially since the center 
ig just beginning to settle back down,” Maj. Gen. Pat Condon said Thursday. 

In October, 260 employees lost their jobs. 

Officials say the action is part of the continuing downsizing of the facility. 
The additional layoffs were necessary because not enough people took advan- 
‘tage of early retirement or resigned during the last round. 

Employees will begin to receive reduction-in-force letters at the end of April 
with the layoffs effective late in the summer. 


Brain affects gender responses to emotions 


' WASHINGTON — The emotions that trigger a man to fight while a woman 
reacts with words, facial expressions and gestures are not merely learned 
behavior but also have a physical basis, university researchers say. 

The brains of men and women are identical except in the region that deals 
with emotional processing, said Ruben C. Gur, a neuropsychologist and direc- 
tor of the brain behavior laboratory at the University of Pennsylvania, and his 
colleagues. 

Scanning techniques showed the part of the brain controlling action-oriented 
responses was more active in men. The part of the brain thought to control 
symbolic emotional: responses was more active in women, the researchers 

' reported. ; 

The sexes differ in cognitive abilities, which include memory and judgment, 
and in verbal memory, Gur Said. : 

The researchers tested 37 men and 24 women. 


Leavitt guarantees abortions for rape, incest 
SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Mike Leavitt and state attorneys have decided to 


guarantee abortions to women pregnant from rape or incest, a compromise 


move aimed at heading off a threatened lawsuit. 

The offer isn’t a capitulation, said Leavitt spokeswoman Vicki Varela, but 
simply a restatement of the state’s position that no tax dollars will be used to 
fund abortion. 

State officials would create a fund, administered by the Department of Human 
Services, to which private individuals could donate money. Poor women who 
are victims of rape or incest could then apply for money for an abortion. 
Eligibility would be determined with the same criteria used for Medicaid-fund- 
ed abortions. 

“There would be no taxpayer funds involved,” said Assistant Utah Attorney 
Generai Jerry Jensen, “but the.state would facilitate it through the same process 
as Medicaid. We think it satisfies both the federal regulation and state law.” 

State attorneys made the offer in a Jan. 24 letter to Eve Gartner, attorney with 
the Center for Reproductive Law & Policy, saying that abortions will be pro- 
vided free to poor pregnant women who would have. qualified for Medicaid- 
funded abortions.

Student Life implemented a major 
organizational change at the beginning 
of this semester that will greatly 
impact BYUSA, administrators said. 

The change gives student leaders 
more authority and added responsibili- 


ty to carry out the purposes of 


BYUSA. 

Coordinators, who’ in the past shared 
responsibility and authority with stu- 
dent leaders, now sit back and wait for 
students to ask them for advice. 

Department coordinators are now 
“advisers rather than facilitators,” said 
Stacey Duce, public relations director 
for BYUSA. 

“It’s really a big deal philosophical- 


ly,” Duce said. In the past, BYUSA 
was criticized because student leaders 
were perceived as “puppets of the 
administration.” 

BYUSA Vice President Kamie 
Hobbs said the change has already 
started to affect BY USA’s presidency. 

“It will affect every officer’s job in a 
big way,” Hobbs said. 

“We're trying to learn exactly what 
we need to be doing now,” Hobbs said. 

Since the changes were implement- 
ed, BYUSA’s presidency has spent 


extra time meeting to “set some prece- 


dents and make some policy deci- 
sions,” she said. 
Hobbs said the added authority will 


allow her, as chairwoman of the 


Student Advisory Council (SAC), to 
better advocate the students’ position 


to the administration. 

Hobbs also said the change has 
improved the relationship between 
student leaders and coordinators. “We 
turn to them more now,” she said. 

Nicole Boulais, coordinator of 
Student Leadership Development, said 
the change has given students more 
information to help, them make deci- 
sions. 

“My job is to make suggestions and 
be a resource when and if they ask for 
my opinion,” Boulais said. “Now it’s 
really up to them.” 

Coordinators provided student lead- 
ers with “institutional memory,’ Duce 
said. The coordinators have spent time 
with BYUSA and know what has 
worked and what has failed in the 
past. 


Golden Swirl president tells secret of success

Michael Glauser, president of 
Golden Swirl yogurt company, told 
BYU students his business venture 
was a “hobby that grew out of con- 
trol” at the Marriott School of 
Management’s executive lecture 
Thursday. 

Glauser explained the six criteria he 
used to. build a successful frozen 
dessert chain from a two-store opera- 


tion in Salt Lake City to a company ‘ 


with 74 stores and its own wholesale 
business. 

“The consumption, of frozen yogurt 
has increased 800 percent from 1970- 
1990. That is amazing consumption 
growth for any food product,’ Glauser 


said. 

By concentrating on location, 
superb yogurt product, customer ser- 
vice, “local store” marketing, active 
ownership and sound financial prac- 
tices, Glauser said Golden Swirl has 
survived in a very competitive indus- 
try. : 

“We have been very conservative. 
We even ran the business from our 
own home for the first few years,” 
Glauser said. 

Golden Swirl was started in 1986 
When Glauser noticed the market ‘for 
low-fat desserts was in demand. 
Glauser’s wife, Mary, ran the fledg- 
ling company while he continued as a 
professional business consultant. 

With the company’s expansion in 
1988, Glauser stepped in as full-time 


president. Since then, Golden Swirl 
has topped $13 million in sales. 

“The healthiest companies are the 
ones where the owner digs in and 
does the work,” Glauser said. 

The company separated ttself from 
the rest of the competitors by hiring 
its own chemist to come up with 
recipes for both lowfat- and sugar-free 
yogurt. By lowering their production 
costs, Glauser said Golden Swirl 
began to charge lower prices, 
enabling ‘the company to take a ee 
market share. 

Golden Swirl started large bifiboard 
stores, high-traffic mall stores like the 
one in University Mall and small 
kiosk stores like the one at Smith’s in 
Provo. 

Glauser said the company’s labor 


force is Golden Swirl’s biggest liabili- 
ty and asset. Approximately 500 
teenagers work for the company. 

“Tt is kind of like being a scout mas- 
ter,’ Glauser said about trying to man- 
age the workforce that takes 25 per- 
cent of the company’s profits to main- 
tain. 

Bonuses, profit-sharing and leg- 
endary service awards that include 
$150 are incentives for Golden Swirl 
employees. 

“First, you have to really love. your 
product and, love.what you do,” 
Glauser told BYU students who are 
thinking of starting businesses. 

When the company changed its 
name from Golden Spoon to Golden 
Swiri, it opened its stores for a free 
day of yogurt.

“Sports isn’t a life-and-death event, 
so it should be a relief from day-to 
day life. But, occasionally, people 
can’t leave behind that enthusiasm 
that drives them on the job,” he said. 
“Then, ironically enough, the out- 
come of sporting events becomes a 
life-and-death concern for the fan.” 

Mike Lindsay, a junior from College 
Station, Texas, majoring in history, 
said sports fans area rare breed. 

“Sports is all too often an obsession. 
You don’t have to go any further than 
Provo to see that,” he said. “Look at 
the madness that surrounds a BYU 
football game. It’s the only time 
you Il see basically sane people acting 
like idiots. Also, take LavVell 
Edwards—he’s an icon around here, 
BYU fans have put him on a pedestal. 
It just goes to show you how impor- 
tant sports are.” 

According to Lindsay, The Super 
Bowl is one of the most important 
sporting events of the year. 

“It’s like the world stops for four 
hours during the Super Bowl,” he 
said. “The Super Bowl is amazing 
because it involves every person who 
is even vaguely aware of what is 
going on in the world of sports.

Bartlett, professor of advertising at 
BYU, says the price of a 30 second 
spot during the game is going for as 
high as $1 millicn this year. That is 
$100,000 more than last year’s 30 sec- 
ond spots. 

In 1992, the going price for prime- 
time 30 second spots was $106,000. 
For a Super Bow] 30 second spot the 
price jumped to $850,000. 

John Melamed, vice president of 
accounts for Milwaukee’s Cramer- 
Krasselt Inc. said‘ that “commercials 
are recalled two to three times better 
on the Super Bowl than on any other 
prime time program.” 

There have been tremendous efforts 
to-make sure commercials are memo- 
rable to viewers. These efforts, began 
in 1984 when Apple Computers intro- 
duced the Macintosh in a one-time 
aired Super Bowl commercial that 


Authorities take 
drastic measures 
to protect tourists

MIAMI — Visitors flying in for the 
Super Bowl might see an airborne 
video about tourist crime before load- 
ing up on maps and safety pamphlets 
at the airport, where theyll be moni- 
tored by police on pickpocket patrol. 

Then, they can rent a high-tech car 
with an electronic mapping system 
and a special panic button that will 
give police their location if trouble 
strikes. Or they can use new roadside 
tourist phones to call for help. An 
elaborate new series of sunburst high- 
way signs will lead them to hotels, 
where they'll be given more safety 
tips. 

All of these precautions may arouse 
more fears about Miami crime among 
Super Bowl tourists than they allay. 

But statistics argue that Miami’s 
elaborate new tourist “safety net” is 
working. Miami and Dade County 
police report the number of tourist 
robberies is down by 50 percent to 60 
percent this year. 

“We are light years ahead of any 
city in the United States on this,” 
boasted Merrett Stierheim, president 
of the Greater Miami Convention and 
Visitors Bureau.

Nike is renowned for its creative 
advertising including its ads last year 
with Steve Martin claiming that 
Jordan’s retirement was a fake. That 
ad campaign received top reviews 
from the “St. Petersburg Times.” 

Some companies wonder how effec- 
tive Super Bowl advertising is, how- 
ever. As reported by the “Wall Street 
Journal;” Creative Marketing 
Consultants, a market research firm in 
Southfield Mich., telephone surveyed 
373 random Super Bowl viewers 
nationwide. 

Their results found that with only 


one exception the vast majority of 


viewers couldn’t recall the products 
advertised during the Super Bowl.

‘pared in nothing else, they need to 
store water. For example, there was a! 
woman who needed water for her 
baby’s formula, and they were selling 
water at $32 a gallon. We recommend 
an inexpensive way to store water is 
in two-liter bottles because they don’t 
disintegrate like milk jugs do.” 

Residents should store water in an 
area of easy access and change water 
from bottles every six months to a 
year, Campbell said. 

There is no need to add bleach to the 
water because enough chemicals are 
present in local water to keep it puri- 
fied, she added. 

Campbell said most injuries result 
from falling debris as people try to 
evacuate their homes. 

“If debris is falling on you, we sug- 
gest you drop down, get cover and 
hold on,” she said. 

In addition, Campbell suggested 
keeping a pair of shoes near the bed 
because as people wake up and try to 


find their loved ones, they injure their 
feet on the broken glass from the mir- 
rors and pictures that fall to the floor. 

The Salt Lake Area Chapter of the 
American Red Cross also recom- 
mends storing a portable, battery- 
operated radio and devising a family 
disaster plan. 

Having a family disaster plan helps 
people better cope with emergencies 
because they know what they have on 
hand and family members know what 
to do if they are separated, Campbell 
said. : 

“Your chance of survival is greater,” 

she said. 
' The American Red Cross suggests 
that a family disaster plan include an 
out-of-state contact, since calling in- 
state during an emergency is more 
difficult than calling out-of-state; an 
evacuation plan, including a designat- 
ed meeting place; and a plan for tak- 
ing care of pets, since shelters may 
not allow animals.

Ge’s lecture covered the changing 
relationship of China with the United 
States over a period of several hun- 
dred years. Ge said this relationship 
has been based on economic needs of
